NEW YORK—The Cunard Company 
has invited proposals for the construc- 
tion of a new passenger steamer for the 
Atlantic service, intended to repiace the 
Lusitania and Mauretania wnen either is 
‘taken off her run for repairs. It will not 
be as large as the Mauretania, but will 
be splendidly equipped. 

The new ship will be a_ 25,000-ton, 
91-knot vessel, able to make her New 
York dock Saturday morning and reach 
Fishguard Tuesday evening by going on 
the short course. The Cunard line had 
plans drawn 18 months ago for two such 
vessels to run”’in the express service 
with the Lusitania and the Mauretania, 
but when the scheme for the quick turn 
around was adopted there was need for 
but one ship. The Lucania will be re- 
paired and kept on the New York run 
until the new ship is finished, it is said, 
and then go on the Boston run in place 
of the Ivernia, which will be transferred 
to the Mediterranean service. 

Roston officials of the Cunard company 
today deny any knowledge of the report 
that proposals have been asked for the 
construction of a new transatlantic liner 
for the New York service. They also de- 
clared that there is no likelihood of the 
Lucania being transferred from 
York to Boston. It

Boston. There will be minor terminals for 
his transcontinental system, which will mark 
the maps on the Pacific and Atlantic sides of the country like the 
spreading fingers of open hands. 

The links in this chain are all in existence—the New York 
Central system, the Chicago & Northwestern, the Union Pacific, the 
Southern Pacific. The whole constitutes a magnificent span, beyond 
anything that the original Vanderbilt, or Collis P. Huntington, or 
even George Francis Train—who had a clearer conception of .Ameri- 
can railway possibilities than either of them—could have deemed 
likely. 

One does not need to go farther than the nearest brary to 
find in a compilation of speeches made in the fifties, at a chamber 
of commerce banquet in a large American city, passages indicating 
that in the opinion of progressive business men of that time it would 
not be safe to invest money in railroad building very far beyond 
the Mississippi. The construetion of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacihe line to Omaha was then regarded as a rather reckless under- 
taking. Only one man of prominence in the whole country dared 
to advocate the construction of a line to the Pacific ocean—George 
francis Train—and his notions about Omaha, about a large popula- 
tion between the Missouri and the Rockies, about the opening of the 
Puget Sound region, afforded great amusement to conservative 
people. 

~ There never has been vet a continuous railway across the coun- 
try. Working arrangements have made it possible to secure practi- 
cally continuous passage from the Atlantic to the Pacific, but the 
links have stood out distinetly and the passenger and the shipper 
have telt conscious always of stages in the yourney, which marked 
here and there new beginnings and new endings. Under Mr. Har- 
runan, if the announcement of his absorption ot the New York 
Central is not premature, we shall have tor the first time an ocean- 
to-ocean railway, a circumstance that might take on mainly the hue 
of sentiment except that great changes must result in the creation 
of new terminals and the readjustment of the railroad traffic of 
the country.

Witt no reduction of wood pulp prices in 
view, the demand for a substitute is likely 
to grow. It ts, therefore, opportune that 
Consul Coffin of Tripol-in-Barbary in a 
recent report remunds paper manutacturers 
i thas COUNTY of the notable trade which is 
carried on in esparto grass or halfa. This 
grass is found in Tripoli, Tunis, .\lgeria and 
southern Spam and contains about fifty-six 
per gent by weight of fiber. Great Britain, 
it appears, has tor decades imported the grass, which has become one 
of its essential supplies for the manufacture of writing and print- 
Ing papers. 

In ‘Tripoli the esparto grass grows wild in sufficiently large 
quantities to bring the annual shipments up to 40,000 tons, and so 
risk ts the trade at times that one market dav last spring no less 
than 1500 camels came into Tripoli loaded with this grass. The 
entire output from Tripoli at present goes to Ingland. However, 
the best halfa is picked in Spain, the Algerian and Tunisian quality 
bemeg also somewhat higher than the Tripoli output. Of the 200,000 
tons shipped on the average from Spanish and North .\trican ports, 
only S000 tons go-to other countmes than J<ngland, but it would 
seem that the success encountered in I.ngland and the large quanti- 
ties available would warrant attention on the part of American paper 
nulls, especially since pulp making trom esparto grass does not differ

vyreathy from other processes. 

Iksparto grass is not unknown America. Itxperiments were 
made inthe past whith apparently excluded it from competition with 
wood pulp.

Oregons growth through many vears 
Was disappointingly slow, even when her 
remoteness was taken into consideration. 
avery prospect was pleasing to the new settler, but he was very 
likely to pause before writing “back home” and inviting his relatives 
and former neighbors to “come out.” Two things, apparently, were 
lacking. The rainfall in some parts of the territory was insufficient, 
and, so tar as he could see, there was no coal. It required some 
vears to show tum that everythmg necessary to make Oregon a 
yreat state had been provided. There was no lack of water. no lack 
of coal, although both, in a sense, were out of sight. There was 
an abundance of timber, and this was used for fuel in the early 
davs with the same extravagance and reckless disregard for conse- 
quences that had characterized other sections of the country: and 
for a time at looked as if, when the woods were stripped, Oregon 
would ether be compelled to miport tuel at great cost or give up

the struyyle. 

At this very time, however, coal was discovered, and coal veins 
have been uncovered at intervals since, until now Oregon has every 
reason to feel that her industrial future is assured. The discovery 
of coal in abundance has made possible the development of her great 
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mining regions. Factories, too, have heen springing up in all the 
towns and cities of the. state in recent vears, and manufacturing 
has progressed to such a extent that it was only recently a ,Phnila- 
delphia textile expert predicted the early coming of the time when 
Oregon would be known as one of the great textile states of 
the Union. 

Lack of water was seemingly as great a problem as the apparent 
lack of coal. ‘Che rainfall in Oregon varies greatly, some regions 
having an abundance, others a scarcity. In eastern Oregon particu- 
larly irrigation is most needed. In this section alone 300,000 acres 
are now awaiting the turning on of water to make them profitably 
productive. At present, however, the total area under irrigation 
is 1,000,000 acres. The water to irrigate 1,000,000 acres more Is at 
hand. It has always been at hand. There never was any lack of 
water in Oregon, but because it did not fall from the clouds on their 
farms some of the early settlers became discouraged. Under the 
present method of storing and distributing the water supply the 
Oregon farmer is always certain of good crops. He need not fear 
flood or drought. He may have the water turned into his fields 
as he requires it, and the flow is subject to his command. The 
result is that the so-called “arid lands” on which the farmer of 
twenty-five vears ago turned his back are becoming the most valuable 
farming lands in the Pacific Northwest. 

With plenty of coal and an assurance of cheap transportation, 
and with plenty of water and an assurance of its regular supply, and 
a soil that is productive to the highest degree, Oregon 1s destined 
to be one of the most prosperous states in the American republic.

Horatio Herbert KircueNer began his 
career in the Mediterranean. -\s a lieuten- 
ant in the roval engineers he surveyed Gal- 
ilee and Cyprus and was tor a time vice- 
consul at Erzeroum, Armenia. It was from 
Cyprus, then but recently handed over to 
Great Britain, that he joined the gyptian 
army that Sir Evelyn \Wood was reorganiz- 
mg and there laid the foundation for his 
remarkable achievements in the Soudan, 
South Africa and India. That forgotten episode of NKatchener's 
consulship in .\sia Minor and his surveying on the island of Cyprus 
mnimediately after the treaty ot Berlin acquire a peculiar interest 
today, for lis return to the Mediterranean as commander-in-chief 
of the British forces marks the end of a phase of Levantine history 
that began with the Berlin treaty more than thirty vears ago. Cyprus 
in British hands meant supremacy of the Union Jack in the eastern 
Mediterranean; sia Minor was under British protection and the 
consulate at the A\rmeman city was in effect an outpost of the 
British empire, a watch tower near the borders of the ever-advanc- 
ing Slavic rival. The occupation of Kgypt and the reconquest of 
the Soudan were the final realization of that supremacy. 

Today that same supremacy is challenged by the rise of other 
naval powers and by the awakening of the Orient. Crete, not 
Cyprus, commands the situation, since Russian encroachments have 
ceded the place to the .\ustro-German advance. The issue of the 
Cretan question is not the flag that shall fly. over the ramparts of 
Suda bay and Canea, whether Greek Turkish, but the ultimate 
dominance of the gateway that leads trom the Aegean -to the 
Mediterranean past that island.

The term “moving the crops’ was formerly, so far as the 
average person was concerned, rather vague. The American people, 
however, have been educated into an understanding of this as they 
have into many other questions that a few years ago were left almost 
exclusively to the understanding of experts or, at most, to people 
having some special interest in the subject. It is a good thing that 
the men and women of our time are receiving and os by 
information of a special as well as a general character. This fact 
alone serves to remove tens of thousands beyond the narrow limita- 
tions: of social small talk and into a domain where there is room 
for limitless intellectual. expansion. 

It gives one a broader view of human possibilities, for instance, 
to know that billions of capital are employed in this country for the 
single purpose of bringing the producer and the consumer—who may 
be thousands of miles apart—together.” For that is what is meant 
by the moving of the crops. The market, in a large sense, is never 
near the fields; it calls for action on the part of the United States 
treasury, on the part of the banks, on the part of the railroads —on 
the part of an army of hundreds of thousands of men—to make the 
harvest available to humanity. Tf the crops were not moved to 
the points where the consumers are to be found—it they were not 
distributed over the country and over the world—they might just 
as well be left to rot inthe fields, as they were left to rot in the West 
not so many vears ago because of lack of transportation facilities. 

This vear the railroads are going to make a tremendous effort 
to move the greatest crops the country has ever known, and those 
who are informed with regard to what “moving the crops” means 
will take all the more interest in the outcome of the effort,

interesting to go back to the statement made by President Taft after 
signing the Payne bill. Said he: 

The authority to the President to use agents to assist him in the 

application of the minimum and maximum section of the statute and 

to enable officials to administer the law, gives a wide latitude for the 

acquisition, under circumstances favorable to the truth, of information 

in respect to the price and cost of production of goods at home and 

abroad, which will throw much light on the operation of the present 

tariff and be of primary importance as officially-eollected data upon 

which future executive action and executive recommendation may be 

based, 

In other words, with the power possessed by him at present, the 
President may employ agents to collect intormation that wall enable 


him to make recommendations to Congress with reterence to such 


changes in the tariff law as he may deem necessary, and to back 
these recommendations with facts that the tariff-for-protection-only 
element will be bound to respect. These facts may be communicated 
to Congress by the President in his messages; they will then come 
into possession of the public, and it Congress exhibits a disposition 
to ignore the recommendations of the executive, public opimon will 
come to his assistance, as it did recently, and compel honest tariff 
legislation. 

In the long run even Congress will prefer a tariff commission 
under its own authority to a board of taritt experts under authority 
of the President.

‘Manufactire of automobiles for commercial uses is on the in- 
crease and many Of the larger factories are branching out in this direc- 
tion more than toward the production of a larger number of pleasure 
vehicles. It is observable that many business houses are dispensing 
with their horse-drawn wagons and trucks, substituting cars pro- 
pelled by gasoline or electricity. In fact, it is estimated that there 
will be upward of 5000 cars and wagons of this description produced 
during the coming year. 

The automobile has ceased to be a fad or experiment. It. has 
come into what might be called universal use among those who can 
afford the expense of maintaining vehicles of this kind, and it is 
now considered indispensable to those who have business of a 
character that requires swift transportation. Its influence is also 
unquestionably felt in the change that 1s slowly but surely being 
wrought in the character of American living with respect to the 
maintenance of urban homes. 

The astonishing claim is made that within the coming vear the 
increase of motor cars will obtain to the extent of making one person 
‘in every two hundred of our total population the possessor of an 
automobile 6f some type or character. It is clear that the time is 
approaching very swiftly when perfect uniformity in the motor 
vehicle laws of the various states of the Union will be essential to 
the freest and broadest use of the vehicles themselves.
